PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


nteresting Features of Convention Of 


State Educational Society End 


of This Month. 


Ono of tho most Interesting features 
f tho convention of tho Wisconsin 
-Educational association which meets 
n Milwaukee the last week In De- 
cember will be the discussion of need- 


d legislation for the public schools 


of Wisconsin. 


More Importance Is attached to 


his discussion by reason of the fact 
:hat tho legislature has In times past 
isualy paid a good deal of attention 
:a tho recommendations of the asso- 
ciation. 
Last year two bills which 


cnme before the legislature from the 
iHSOclatlon became laws. 
The first 


was the bill which provides for state 
appropriation to aid the higher ed 
ucation of tho graduates of the grad 
cd schools by making provision 
for 


the payment by the state of their tu- 
ition fees at the nearest city high 
school to the town In which the grad 
uato lived. 


The second bill to emanate from the 


association which Is now operative 
ns n law, was the measure providing 
for the admission of children at the 
state school nt Spartn. 
Many other 


bills also which have had tho moral 
fiipport of 
the association became 


laws, and the importance of the asso- 
ciation as n factor In legislation can 
nut be underestimated. 


Third Grade Certificates. 


The principal legislation which wll 


be discussed by the association this

touched upon last year In regard to 
tho requirements which shall

demanded by tho state of teachers 
for the graded schools. Last year the

A contrivance for stopping 
oc«ac 


vessels while going nt normal speed, 
has lieon on view 
In the 'Board of 


Trade during this week. It Is an In- 
;rentlon or Mr. Louis I-acoste. chief 
justice of the court of appeals, who 
has patented It. The apparatus, of 
which Mr. Lacoste exhibited models In 
a'tank, consists of one or more pairs 
of doors, attached to each side of a 
•hip, which can be opened by Hteam, 
electricity or compressed air. 
The 


'doors are fitted with hinges and Iron 
_bars, and offer a strong resistance to 
thn water, and stopping the vessel 
within a few hundred feet and without 
any sudden shock. By opening only 
one door the ship can be brouptit 
around much quicker, than can 
bo 


done by her rudder only. The Inven- 
tion, which has been submitted to thu 
British admiralty, has been viewed by 
B large number of the shipping and 
commercial men 
of Montreal, 
who 


were most favorably Impressed by It.
